F ro m th e M ichigan F a n n e r. 
The New York Times, In its iinan- 
eial article recently contained the fol­ 
lowing: "Advices received by an em ­ 
inent bank Arm show that a serious 
awakening among the Grangers is 
im m inent, and that they are begin­ 
ning to view with some apprehension 
the strong hostile feeling their policy 
has evoked in the center of Eastern 
capital. It is a fact that a number of 
leading houses in Canada and the 
East have communicated w ith some 
of the heaviest firms in Milwaukee, 
inviting them to close their accounts, 
and signifying their intention to with­ 
draw their interests from sections in 
which the Grange sentiment is so over­ 
whelming. They say they w ill not 
subject them selves to the risks of 
business under such arbitrary and even 
coercive restrictions an I influences. It 
was also reported that the Astors, 
Moses Taylor, and 
others, leading 
New York capitalists, have decided to 
withhold all 
contemplated invest­ 
ments, and withdraw their existing 
interests from the danger of such con­ 
trol. 
It is very evident that in the 
event of any further aggressive move­ 
ment against capital in the W est, the 
East is prepared to resort to very ex­ 
treme measures against tlie States so 
influenced, both as means of self-pro­ 
tection and retaliation.” 
Business is 
business, and not politics. 
W hile the 
Northwest has land and labor, to ren­ 
der either of these of service capital is 
necessary. 
To render capital scarce 
is to put a stop to improvements, 
and must enhance interests, 
must 
depreciate 
the 
price 
of 
labor, 
must decrease the 
consumption of 
crops, and generally must lower the 
price of land. 
W isconsin is trying 
this as an experiment, and the prob­ 
lem is not yet solved. The above an­ 
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nouncement would indicate that there 
is an elem ent about to be introduced 
to the consideration of the people, 
that should make us reflect well on 
the situation. 
It will not do to be 
laughed away by impracticable theo­ 
rists, who do not risk a dollar, but 
who undertake to deal with the busi­ 
ness and property that feeds, clothes 
and keeps at work thousands.—[Mich­ 
igan Farmer.

Our Water Supply. 


Our citizens are apt to complain of 
the quality of water furnished them, 
and some find fault with both the 
quality and quantity. By-and-by we 
shall confine ourselves almost exclu­ 
sively to the latter half of the com­ 
plaint. Where the future city of Los 
Angeles is to obtain her supply of 
water, is one of the unsolved prob­ 
lems. The present water company is. 
if we are correctly informed, entitled 
to but ten inches of water from the 
river. That, even with the reservoir 
accumulation, 
scarcely 
meets the 
present demands of the company. 
What will they do when the city num­ 
bers twenty thousand people? The 
company’s present facilities are inad­ 
equate, and thoughtful citizens are 
asking themselves where Los Angeles 
is to obtain her supply of water. It 
cannot be had from the springs and 
the ten-inch river stream. 
It is 
doubtful, more than doubtful, if arte­ 
sian wells may be sunk. The experi­ 
ments of Mr. B e a u d r y in that direc­ 
tion have 
not 
been encouraging. 
When the field has been carefully sur­ 
veyed, the conclusion is almost inevi­ 
table that at no distant day Los An­ 
geles will be supplied with water 
pumped from the river near the cross­ 
ing o f the San Fernando railroad or 
from wells sunk in the low lands in 
front of the city. The extensive and 
expensive operations of Mr. B e a u d r y 
are, it seems to us, steps in the right 
direction. 
He has 
an exhaustless 
supply of water, and as the demand 
on the hill lands increases, he has but 
to increase his power for throwing 
water into the reservoir on the highest 
point. All, or nearly all, of the water 
used in this city must in a short time 
come from the vicinity of Mr. B e a u ­ 


d r y ’s well. 
The 
localities where 
water may be obtained near the sur­ 
face will soon be held among the most 
valuable in the suburbs of the city. 


Industrial Condition of the Slope. 


Under this head, the Alta California 
of the 3d inst. treats us to an editorial 
of considerable length, from which we 
extract the following, which is of spe­ 
cial interest to the citizens of Los An­ 
geles county: 
“ There are now Alden 
fruit-drying houses at San Lorenzo, 
Centreville, Sonoma, San Jose and 
Vacaville. The first has five chim­ 
neys or dryers, the second and third 
three each, and the fourth and fifth 
two each. The daily product of each 
dryer is estimated ,to be worth one 
hundred dollars; equivalent for all of 
$1,500 per day, or $270,000 for a work­ 
ing season of one hundred and eighty 
days. Last year the San Lorenzo es­ 
tablishment was the only one. Ma­ 
chinery has been ordered for three 
dryers, to be erected at Los Angeles, 
and Sacramento and Sonora will prob­ 
ably be provided soon. The Sonoma 
drying house will go into raisins ex­ 
tensively; that at Vacaville into rai- 
Bins and figs. At Los Angeles, exper­ 
iments will be made with citron, or­ 
ange peel and oranges. Apples and 
pears sliced and pitted plums require 
from two to four hours and grapes and 
prunes, because (on account of the ob­ 
stacles ofFered by their skin to evapo­ 
ration) from six to eight hours. An 
idea prevails among persons who have 
had some experience in these drying 
houses, that they will give a great 
stimulus to the cultivation of the ap­ 
ricot, prune and plum, which in the 
dried form are either scarce or com­ 
mand high prices. 
Dried apples, 
peaches and pears are produced in 
large quantities in the Eastern State, 
and it is not to the interest of Califor­ 
nia to undertake to compete with them. 
Enough white Muscat grapes will be 
converted into raisins this year to show 
what California can do in that line. 
We expect them to command a price 
fully equal to the best imported. Our 
vineyardists have shown much enter­ 
prise by importing all the most noted 
varieties of European grapes; but they 
have until lately overlooked the Peru­ 
vian Huasco, cuttings of which have 
been ordered by several gentlemen. 
We have tasted some Huasco raisins 
dried in the shade. They have a 
strong,peculiar and pleasant flavor and 
aroma, are large in size, have small 
seeds, and deserve to rank among the 
best. They will in a few years be nu­ 
merous in California. Since the draw­ 
backs to the profit of wine-making, 
from the high costly casks and the in­ 
ternal revenue oppressions on distilla­ 
tion have been felt, the attention of 
grape growers has been turned to rai­ 
sins, and several of the largest vine­ 
yards in the Sierra Nevada have been 
or are to be grafted into the white 
Muscat, which is much preferred for 
raisins to any other grape in the State. 
The Huasco will be its rival. 


Railroad Extension. 


The railroad magnates from head­ 
quarters have arrived, and yesterday 
they went down in a body to Ana­ 
heim. They will view the ground, 
look over the maps, select the route 
and set the graders at work, and In a 
little time the good people of Ana­ 
heim will hear the scream of the lo­ 
comotive. It is understood the track 
will be completed as soon as possible, 
which means in a few weeks at the 
outside. 
This 
will give us thirty 
miles of railroad extending out from 
the city through a very rich and al­ 
ready well populated portion of the 
valley. 
No railroad in the world 


runs over a more productive section 
than the Los Angeles and Anaheim 
branch. Every acre for miles on each 
side of the track will produce any­ 
thing grown in the ground, and every 
ten acres of this land will support a 
family of five or six persons. It is 
rumored and the rumor is probably 
well founded, that we are to have rail­ 
road extension in another direction. 
It is expected that the 8outhern Pa­ 
cific will be extended from its present 
terminus at Spadra on to San Bernar­ 
dino, a distance of some thirty miles. 
If the company have decided to do 
this, it will give us a piece of road 
which will prove of great advantage 
to the people of Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino, besides, opening up rapid 
communication through a fino agri­ 
cultural section of the valley. 


A l a t e dispatch from Salt Lake 
says a largo party of Mormons are 
preparing to leave that section for San 
Bernardino, where they propose to 
settle. We do no not understand that 
these people propose calling them­ 
selves a Mormon colony. They are 
most likely those who have wearied 
of the faith and have decided to abjure 
the doctrine. If so they will receive a 
hearty welcome from the people of 
California. 


Th e first number of the Garden 
City Times, San Jose’s new daily, is re­ 
ceived. Its columns are wide and 
twenty-eight in number. It is pub­ 
lished by a corporative association, 
composed of eight persons, all of whom 
are engaged on the paper in some ca­ 
pacity. From the introductory re­ 
marks we learn that the Times as­ 
pires to the position of a “fearless, 
outspoken,independent journal.” 


K a t i e K in g the little girl who died 
one hundred years ago and whose 
spirit recently visited and talked with 
the English scientists, has promised 
to attend a series of seances in San 
Francisco. She will show herself and 
speak with the audience.

H e r a l d : — Leaving tho 
beautiful and interesting city of Los 
Angelesby the half-past eleven o’clock 
train, we whirled across the beautiful 
San Fernando valley to the rising 
town of San Fernando, which is rap­ 
idly growing in size and importance, 
and taking the stage after a few miles 
began the ascent of the San Fernando 
Pass, which is a cut a quarter of a mile 
long and one hundred feet deep through 
tho mountain. 
Wo soon arrive at 
Lyon Station, which is quite a resort 
for tourists and is a beautiful place, 
surrounded by groves of oak and syca­ 
more trees, and which is destined to 
become 
A PLA C E OF NO L IT T L E IM PO R TA N C E. 
There is a sfore and telegraph office 
here, besides the hotel and the oil re­ 
finery, which at present is not refining 
any oil, the new process having done 
away with the old method. After 
leaving here, we emerged into the val­ 
ley of the upper Santa Clara river, 
which is a splendid valley about eight 
miles long and six miles wide, and is 
covered with a heavy growth of white- 
oak timber. The Santa Clara river 
runs through the middle of this valley, 
making it a desirable place to settle. 


After crossing the river, we entered 
tho San Francisco Cafion, which is 
twenty miles long and one hundred 
yards wide. 
For several hours we 
were completely walled_ in by moun­ 
tains a thousand feet high. It was a 
most gloomy place, and we were glad 
when we had passed beyond its nar­ 
row limits.

A W A TER -SPO U T 
Fell in this cafion and drowned some 
unfortunate emigrants that were pass­ 
ing through. 
Reaching the summit of the moun­ 
tain, a fair panorama met our view. 
Elizabeth Lake lay calmly beneath us, 
and a vast plain 
level as a table 
stretched away to the horizon in the 
east, while to the north and west a 
range of blue mountains could be seen 
iu the dim distance. They were a 
spur of1 the Sierra Nevadas descend­ 
ing to the plain. 
We soon came to 
Elizabeth Lake, which is a small set­ 
tlement mostly of Spanish people. 
The lake is situated in a basin sur­ 
rounded by low hills; the water is not 
fit to drink tasting strongly of alkali. 
There are many large cattle ranches 
in the vicinity of this place, and the 
plains are covered with bands of shee 
After leaving the lake we traveleü 
many miles across the plains until we 
arrived at the Lievre ranch which is 
one of the largest sheep ranches in 
tho country. 
It is the property of 
General E. F. Beale, who has six large 
grants all joining at thisplace making 
the Lievre one of the most extensive 
ranches in the 
State. Arriving at 
FortTejon, we determined to spend 
a few days at this delightful place. 


FO RT T EJO N 
Was built many years ago by the 
Government, but was abandoned in 
1804, it proving to bo on a Spanish 
grant. The fine buildings arc rapidly 
going to decay, and the fine parade 
ground which was doubtless once the 
soldier’s pride, is now turned into a 
sheep corral, and the buildings which 
were formerly the officer’s quarters 
are now the humble 
dwellings of 
sheep-herders. T«jon was once a flour­ 
ishing place, several companies of 
soldiers were stationed here, and there 
were several stores, blacksmith shops 
and hotels, but its glory has departed 
forever, J. fear.

Southern California. 


The following, from an editorial in 
that sterling and always wide-awake 
journal, the San Francisco Examiner, 
is no doubt the work ©f its editor and 
chief, Hon P. A. Roach: 
There is a vast region of this State 
which by its productions well deserves 
the title of somi-tropical California. 
It is an area of territory far greater in 
extent than the land whose abund­ 
ance, in the early ages of civilization, 
afforded shelter and food to man be­ 
neath its vines and fig trees. It is 
richer in the variety of fruifsjthan the 
soil of the Holy Land yielded to its 
inhabitants. 
In several of the south­ 
ern counties the olive, the orange and 
the vine render their luscious treas­ 
ures 
with little 
cultivation. 
So 
great is the fertility of the section 
of the State to which we refer, 
that in the near future, with a popu­ 
lation determined to develop its re­ 
sources, the wealth derivable from its 
soil may equal the value of our min­ 
eral or cereal productions. The capa­ 
bilities of that section of our State 
are being brought to public notice, to 
encourage the seekers of permanent 
homes to visit it, by a series of well- 
written editorials in the Los Angeles 
H e r a l d . The southern counties of 
this State are rapidly settling up. 
Lauds are comparatively cheap, and 
the climates of Monterey, San Luis 
Obispo, Santa Barbara, Los Angeles 
and Ventura, have already attracted a 
large influx of permanent inhabitants 
to those localities. The increase in 
population in the districts we have 
named, in the last five years, is some­ 
thing extraordinary. 


By the provisions of an ordinance 
passed by the Council at its last regu­ 
lar session, the regular hack stands 
arc designated as Alain street in front 
of Temple & Workman’s bank, and 
in front of each bank and hotel in the 
city.
